Bartholomew’s Proposed 
Program for Slum 
Clearance Includes 

Speedway From Near 


22nd Street to Skinker.

A comprehensive plan for the 
redevelopment of the 78-block ob- 
solete area from Fourteenth street 
to Grand boulevard, between Olive 
and Market streets, with empha- 
sis on the removal of unsightly 
slums and the erection of housing 
units for middle-income families, 
was approved last night by the 
City Plan Commission. 

The plan was presented by Har- 
land Bartholomew, engineer for 
the commission, under whose di- 
rection it was completed. It was 
atressed that the plan was ap- 
proved as a guide for redevelop- 
ment, rather than a set of hard 
and fast rules. Its purpose is to 
get standards for a high-grade res- 
idential area. 

Members of the commission, 
which met at the University Club, 
referred the plan to the streets 
and housing committees, request- 
ing a joint report of the cost of 
proposed street improvements and 
condemnation proceedings to ac- 
quire the land for modern hous- 
ing accommodations. The report 
is to be made at the next meeting 
on May 23. 

High-speed Highway. 

The plan, prepared for the St. 
Louis Anti-Slum Commission, also 
proposed solution of the traffic 
problem by a high-speed highway 
that would run from the vicinity 
of Twenty-second street to 
Skinker boulevard. Traffic ca-

Denies He Issued Command to Have Flyers 
Executed, Asserts Goering Told Him 


Did It.

NUERNBERG, April 5 (By Ra- 
dio) — Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Goering told Field Marshal Wil- 
helm Keitel, the latter testified 


this morning before the interna- 
tional military tribunal, that Adolf 
Hitler personally ordered the exe- 
cution by rifle fire of 50 British 
and Dominion airmen who escaped 
during March 1944 from a prison 
camp at Sagan, Silesia. 

The prosecution had charged 
that Keitel himself issued this 
murderous directive. The defend- 
ant denied the accusation and re- 
lated the following story: 

“One morning I received a re- 
port of the escape of the air of- 
ficers and their recapture. While 
I was reading it, Hitler entered 
with Heinrich Himmler. A tre- 
mendously excited row broke out 
between the Fuehrer and myself. 
He made incredible accusations 
against me and exclaimed: “These 


prisoners are not to be returned 
to the armed forces but retained 
by the Gestapo.’ 

“I objected strenuously for I 
had an idea what their fate a 
be. Hitler then said: ‘Himmler, 
I order you to keep the prisoners 
and not give them up.’ 

“Six days after the execution 
took place I learned of it from 
one of my adjutants. I went to 
the Fuehrer at once. All that he 
said was that he also had heard 
the news and had ordered it post- 
ed in the camp to terrify others 
who might think of escaping. In 
my presence he said nothing about 
having commanded the shooting 
himself. I was told this later by 
Reichsmarshal Goering.” 

The witness acknowledged hav- 
ing prepared a tentative order for 
tattooing the skins of Russian 
prisoners of war with marks of 
identification but said it was is- 
sued without his knowledge.

Only One Bomb to Be Drop . 
Col, William H. Blanchar 
Reports. 
NEW YORK, April 5 (UP)— 
Col. William H. Blanchard, com- 
mander of the 509th Composite 
Group which will make the Joint 


Army-Navy atomic bomb test, 
said today that the test will be 
made on July 1 and that only 
one bomb will be dropped. 
Blanchard arrived at La Guar- 
dia Airport as one of the passen- 
gers on the Enola Gay—the B-29 
which dropped the first atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima last August— 
from Oklahoma City for Army day 
observances. 

His statement, made to report- 
ers, was the first definite word 
that the test would be held July 
1. Originally scheduled for May 
15, it was postponed “for six 
weeks” several weeks ago and 
speculation arose that it might 
never be held. , 


SMITH SAYS HE, STALIN HAD 
HIGHLY SATISFACTORY’ TALK 


New Ambassador With Russian 
Leader Two Hours; Presents 
Truman Letter. 
MOSCOW, April 5 (AP) — Lt. 
Gen... Walter Bedell Smith, new 
United States Ambassador to Mos- 
cow, said today he had a “highly 
satisfactory” two-hour talk with 
Prime Minister Stalin at the 

Kremlin late last night. 

Smith delivered a letter from 
President Truman to Stalin. The 
letter was not made public, but it 
was believed to be merely a cour- 
tesy message from the President. 

The Ambassador said Stalin ap- 
peared to be in excellent health 
and was “very courteous and very 
agreeable.”

ALDERMEN VOTE 
$26,0/9 AID FOR 
VETERAN CENTER 


Measure Among 62 
62 Adopted at Final 
Session Before Recess 
Until April 16.

The bill to appropriate $26,579 
as the city’s share of operational 
expenses of the Veterans’ Service 
Center in the Civil Courts Build- 
ing was among 62 bills passed to- 
day by the Board of Alderman 
at its last meeting of the 1945-46 
session. The board adjourned un- 


til April 16, when the new session 
starts. 

A total of 512 bills were intro- 
duced in the board during the 
session ended today, Fofty-thrée 
of these died in committee. Among 
the measures which remained in 
committee were the three bills in- 
troduced by Alderman Vernon 
Riehl, which would have created 
a separate division of the city gov- 
ernment for rat control. 

The measure, introduced by Al- 
derman Louis A. Lange, to appro- 
priate $750,000 for municipal rub- 
bish collection, also died in com- 
mittee. 

Another appropriation measure 
passed by the board was the Dill 
providing $45,000 for the construc- 
tion of a one-story addition to 
the administration building at 
Lambert-St, Louis Field. This is 
intended to relieve congestion. 

A measure appropriating $30,866 
for the purchase by the city of 
the health center located at Grand 
boulevard and Park avenue from 
the government was adopted. 

Relaxation of the zoning ordi- 
mance to permit erection of quon- 
set huts within the city limits as 
a temporary means of alleviating 
the housing shortage was provided 
in another measure passed. 

Three bills establishing one-way 
streets in the west section of the 
city, between Kingshighway and 
Union boulevard, were passed. En- 
right and. Cates avenues were 
made one-way streets for west- 
bound traffic, and Kensington 
avenue for eastbound. 

The board also passed a measure 
requiring the Director of Streets 
and Sewers to post alleys and 
streets which the icty intends to 
vacate, and a bill appropriating 
$19,000 for the paving of Semple 
avenue from Bircher boulevard to 
the Terminal Railroad right of 
way. 

Other, measures passed by the 
board included one authorizing the 
purchase of ground at Seventh 
street and Lafayette avenue as a 
site for a new firehouse and an- 
other authorizing the Hospital 
Commissioner to establish a sys- 
tem of fees to be charged patients 
who are able to pay, treated at 
city hospitals and clinics. The 
system would have to be approved 
by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 

Four measures, which would 
have provided increases in fees 
charged users of municipal golf 
links, tennis courts and bath 


houses were defeated. 


Chocolate Easter Bunnies Still 
Missing---Not Enough Sugar 


The long-eared chocolate rab- 
bits and the chocolate hens, which 
used to delight youngsters at 
Eastertide before the war, still 
will be missing from candy store 
displays this year, Philip R. Gott 
‘of Chicago, president of the Na- 
tional Confectioners’ Association 
told a meeting of sweets manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers 
last night at the York Hotel. 

Although sugar allotments. 
which were limited to 50 per cent 
of the amount used in 1941 have 
been increased to 60 per cent, he 
said, a rise in demand has been 
created by the release of millions 


of men from the armed forces 
who will now make their candy 


purchases on the civilian market 
rather than at post exchanges or 
ship stores. 

Restrictions have been lifted on 
the moulding of fancy candy ani- 
mals, Gott said, but Easter eggs, 
jelly beans and milk chocolate all 
require a lot of sugar and most 
m&nufacturers, still trying to 
stretch. their supply, will stick to 
staple items. 

However, he added, sugar allot- 
ments are expected to be expanded 
later this year and candy may be 
moderately plentiful by Christmas.

KAUFMANN SAYS 
CITY WILL ACT 
TO INSURE CHANGE 
10 NATURAL GAS 


Complaint to Be Filed if 
Laclede Gas Doesn’t 
Convert in Reasonable 


Time With Greater 
Supply Here, He Says. 


The city will file a cdmplaint 
against Laclede Gas Light Co. with 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission if the company does not 
supply St. Louis with straight nat- 
ural gas, instead of the present 
mixture of natural and manufac: 
tured gas, within a “reasonable 


time,” Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
asserted today. 

Taking cognizance of plans by 
the Mississippi River Fuel Corp. 
to increase the supply of natural 
gas available to St. Louis, the 
Mayor conferred wtih Milton M. 
Kinsey, president -of the Board of 
Public Service; Public Utilities Di- 
rector Harry C. Brockhoff and 
City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler. 

“The action of Mississippi River 
Fuel brings closer the day when 
cheap fuel will be available for 
St. Louis,”" he stated after the 
conference. “The proper city pol- 
icy will be to permit Laclede Gas 
a reasonable time to make the 
changeover to straight natural gas 
voluntarily. The company’s fail- 
ure to act would of course require 
the city to file a complaint with 
the Public Service Commission.” 

Cites Statement of Policy. 

The Mayor cited a declaration 
of policy by the commission in 
1948 which asserted Laclede Gas 
should convert to straight natural 
gas in three years, or as soon 
thereafter as was deemed prac- 
ticable. “This period has elapsed,” 
he pointed out. “Reserves have 
accumulated and the changeover 
would not disturb the financial 
structure of the company.” 

The company has announced 
its intention to convert to 
straight..m gas when it be- 
comes economically practicable.” 
Natural gas could be distributed 
through the present system, but 
only after adjustments in every 
gas-fired appliance in thé city 
similar to those made in 1932, 
when the British thermal unit 
content of the gas was increased 
from 600 to 800 at a cost of ap- 
proximately $500,000. 

After studying the conversion 
problem a special aldermanic com- 
mittee a year ago asserted the 
switch to straight natural gas 
would be one of the first major 
projects undertaken after the war. 

In an opinion explaining an or- 
der for reduction of wholesale 
gas rates by Mississippi River 
Fuel, the Federal Power Commis- 
sion last November said the time 
for making the switch in St. Louis 
was “imminent.” East St. Louis, 
Belleville, Alton, Wood River, 
Granite City and other East Side 
communities have had straight 
natural gas since 1941.

Mississippi Fuel today 
submitted to the FPC plans for 
an $11,574,000 expansion program 
which would make an additional 
48,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
per day available to the St. Louis 
area. 

The FPC is expected to sched- 
ule public hearing this summer 
on the company’s application for 
a certificate of convenience and 
necessity to expand its pipelines. 

This additional supply, 41 per 
cent more than is marketed here 
now, would “e sufficient to enable 
Laclede Gas to convert to straight 
natural gas, Ben C. Comfort, pres- 
ident of Mississippi River Fuel, 
said, 

A spokesman for Laclede Gas 
declined to comment on this de- 
velopment, other than to say a 
study of the entire problem of 
conversion to straight natural gas

SMALL SHACKLE PIN HOLDS 
BIG CARRIER MIDWAY CAPTIVE 


Yields Finally to Acetylene Torch 
After Delaying Ship for 
57 Minutes. 

NEW YORK, April 5 (AP)—A 
small steel shackle pin held the 
giant aircraft carrier Midway cap- 
tive in the Hudson river for 657 
minutes today. 

As four craft took position on 
the starboard side to turn the 
45,000-ton Midway downstream, six 
sailors in a small boat pulled 
alongside a huge anchor buoy to 
loosen the shackle holding the 
ship’s chain. The little pin had 
jammed and resisted sledge-ham- 
mer blows. A stiff wind tilted the 
buoy to a 45-degree angle and 
some of the sailors had to lie flat 
to hang on. Sailors finally had to 
cut the shackle with an acetylene 
torch. The warship then went on 
its way toward the Atlantic.

M ARTHUR OPENS 


TO RENGUNGE WAR 


Notifies Allied Group Its 
Function Is Advisory, 
While He Retains Sole 
Authority — 4 Soviet 
Proposals Made. 


(Text on Page 1C.) 


TOKYO, April 5 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur launched the 
four-power Allied Council for Ja- 
pan today, notifying it that its 
function would be to advise him, 
while he remains “sole executive 
authority” in the occupation of 
the. beaten empire. 

The council promptly gave him 
four pieces of advice, all offered 
by Russia whose delegate warned 


of “increasing activity of reaction- 
ary forces” among Japanese. 

Lt. Gen. Kuzma Derevyanko, So- 
viet representative, spoke up as 
soon as MacArthur’s opening ad- 
dress—a stirring plea for all na- 
tions to renounce their right to 
wage war—was finished, 

Derevyanko proposed: 

Excluding the press; examining 
MacArthur's decrees: seven days 
and imperial rescripts 10 days in 
advance of their issuance to Jap- 
anese; internationalizing the coun- 
cil secretariat (United States Brig. 
Gen. Bonner F. Fellers now is sec- 
retary general); and holding new 
Japanese elections if next Wednes- 
day’s balloting elects “unsuitable” 
Diet members. 

Urges Open Mettings. 

MacArthur in his speech said it 
was advisable that all council 
meetings be open to public and 
press, to avoid any suspicion of 
“secret devices, undertakings of 
commitments.” 

At the suggestion of British 
Commonwealth Representative W. 
McMahon Ball, Russia withdrew 
its request to bar the press from 
all meetings, and the council 
agreed to admit reporters to ‘‘ma- 
jor meetings.” They will be 
barred from “unofficial meetings” 
whenever the council sees fit. 

The council’s next session, for- 
mally scheduled for April 17, pre- 
sumably will be classified as ma- 
jor. Among other business, Rus- 
sia’s proposal to internationalize 
the council secretariat will be dis- 
cussed at that time. 

The Soviet delegate’s suggestions 
that a second election be consid- 
ered and that council members be 
given advance knowledge of Al- 
lied and imperial] decrees will be 
brought tg Gen. MacArthur's at- 
tention, Maj. Gen. William F. Mar- 
quat, MacArthur's deputy on the 
council, informed Derevyanko. 


Russian Statement. 


Through an interpreter, Dere- 
vyanko asserted that “the general 
situation in Japan, and increasing 
activity of reactionary forces dur- 
ing the election campaign ,.. 
gave foundation to presume that 
reactionary parties ... may have 
an overwhelming majority and oc- 
cupy decisive positions in the new 
Diet. 

“It would be desirable that the 
supreme cOmmand ... issue with- 
in a few days special public warn- 
ing that coming elections would 
be considered as a kind of control 
of the capability of Japan to cre- 
ate a responsible and democratic 
government... and that the su- 
preme command reserve the right 
to check up deputies elected tothe 
Diet, and in case the majority 
prove unsuitable, new elections 
take place later.”

TAX COMMISSION DUBIOUS 
ON ROOSEVELT EXEMPTION 


ALBANY, April 5 (UP)—The 
New York State Tax Commission 
held today that there is. “consid- 
erable doubt” as to whether the 
late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was entitled to special tax 
exemptions granted war veterans. 

The commission added, however, 
that it “would be happy” to hold 
a hearing on a petition of the 
heirs of the President. Attorneys 
representing the heirs seek to 
have Roosevelt declared a war 
casualty so they can make certain 
deductions on income tax returns. 

Making the point that Roosevelt 
was a civilian, not a soldier, the 
commission said in a letter to the 
Roosevelt attorneys, “the last two 
war presidents, President Wilson 
and President Roosevelt, both 
clearly recognized the civilian na- 
ture of the President's position as 
commander in chief.”

DOVER, Del., April 5 (AP)— 
The War Department today re- 
moved the veil of secrecy around 
“Tiny Tim,” a powerful rocket 
which an army spokesman said 
is “by far the deadliest thing 
ever fired from an airplane.” 

Col. Donald B, Diehl, command- 
ing officer of the 4146th Army 
Air Force base unit at the Dover 
air field, said the rocket “can 
sink almost anything that floats.” 

“It has driven holes all the way 
through a light cruiser from side 
to side,” he reported. “It goes 
through a destroyer ‘as if it were 
a piece of paper.” 

The new weapon, which can be 
fired from any present type 
American fighter plane or medi- 
um bomber, was described by 
Col. Diehl as a “huge rocket 11.75 
inches in diameter and 12 feet 
long.” 

“Several Tiny Tims were used. 
against Japanese shipping and re- 
inforced pillboxes before the end 
of the war,” he added, “and it 
was found that few targets could 
withstand a direct hit from the 
rocket traveling in excess of) 
1500 miles an hour.

“But here the color factor was 
disregarded and he was treated 
the same as any other voter. The 
Negro vote in St. Louis is only 
slightly more than one-eighth of 
the total vote. As regards party 
alignment, it is divided between 
the two dominant parties.” 

As another ground for rejecting 
the application, the opinion stated 
that Davis did not file his suit 
until March 26, more than five 
weeks after the Election Board 
certified the district boundaries to 
the Secretary of State.

BROAD POWERS 
TO-RESTRIGT ATOM 
DATA PROPOSED 


Press and Radio Censor- 
ship Reported Empow- 
ered — 20 Years in 
Prison Provided. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
This country’s proposed atomic 
energy commission would be given 
sweeping powers to restrict nu- 
clear information under a Dill 
drawn by the Senate's Special 
Atomic Committee. 


This was learned today as mem- 
bers of the committee said they 
hoped to complete action on the 
measure—now in its fourth draft 
—early next week. 

The idea behind the commission 
is to give it complete authority 
over all things atomic—ownership, 
production and transfer of all fis- 
sionable materials. 

As now drawn the bill would 
give the five-member body full 
power to write its own security 
rules designed to preserve atomic 
energy secrets. These would in- 
clude regulations concerning the 
dissemination, transmission and 
communication of any information 
relating to atomic power. 


Fines and Prison Terms. 


Willful violations could be pun- 
ished by fines and prison terms 
up to $20,000 and 20 years, pgo- 
vided the intent was to “injure 
the United States or... to secure 
an advantage to any foreign na- 
tion.” 

Otherwise the penalties in most 
instances would range up to $10,- 
000 and five years. 

However, for violations relating 
to a proposed system of required 
reports on use of atomic mate’ 
rials or for failing to abide by 
health and safety rules maximum 
penalties would be $5000 and two 
years. 

One member of the committee 
drafting the legislation told a re- 
porter he considered the section 
dealing with information as em- 
powering the commission to im- 
pose newspaper and radio censor- 
ship beyond any maintained un- 
der the voluntary wartime sys- 
tem. 


May Permit Criticism. 


He said it is possible, however, 
that before the committee acts 
finally on the bill certain areas 
might be outlined under which 
newspapers could print criticism 
of commission activities which had 
no bearing on the maintenance of 
secrecy about atomic develop- 
ments.

YEAR’S EXTENSION OF OPA 
APPROVED BY HOUSE GROUP 


Bar Favored on Retailers Absorbing Larger

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
The House Banking Committee to- 
day approved a year’s extension 
of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, but hitched on an amend 
ment which Chairman Spence

mobiles, refrigerators and many 
other items. 

The committee voted, 15 to 6, to 
prohibit the OPA from requiring 
retailers for a period of six months 
to absorb increased cost of manu- 
factured products whose produc- 
tion was drastically cut in war- 
time. 


Spence, who opposed the amend- 
ment, told feporters, “It means 
higher‘ prices for automobiles, re- 
frigerators, radios, washing ma- 
chines and many other.items.”

STAND, VOTES RISE 
IN WAGE BILL TC

Change in Minimum Pay 
Measure Made After 
Adoption of Amend- 


ment Designed to In- 


crease Farm Prices. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
The Senate today reversed a de- 
cision made yesterday and voted 
to increase the basic minimum in- 
dustrial wage to 65 cents an hour 
rather than 60 cents. The present 
floor is 40 cents. 

The amendment to the minimum 
industrial wage bill, offered by 
Senator Capehart (Rep.), Indiana, 
carried by a 41-to-27 roll call vote, 

Capehart explained that he 
sponsored the change as a result 
of an amendment which was 
adopted by the Senate last night 
and which, in the opinion of the 
bill’s author, virtually killed the 
measure. 

“I consider the bill completely 
dead,” Senator Pepper (Dem.), 
Florida, told reporters before leav- 
ing the capital on a speaking trip. 

Pepper is the principal author 
and floor manager for the legisla- 
tion which the Senate twice modi- 
fied in the face of a veto threat 
by voting an amendment designed 
to raise farm prices. 

The farm amendment was added, 
46 to 38, last night, shortly before 
the Senate recessed. The action 
clinched an earlier test vote on the 
same proposal last Friday, when 
the count was 43 to 31. All Ad- 
ministration efforts to win a re- 
versal failed in the face of a coali- 
tion which included southern Dem- 
ocrats, Republicans and some 
westerners of both parties. 

The farm amendment, intro- 
duced by Senator Russell (Dem.), 
Georgia, would revise the farm 
parity formula to include the cost 
of farm labor, taking in the farm- 
er and his family as well as hired 
hands. 

Stabilization Administrator Ches- 
ter Bowles has asserted the amend- 
ment would increase the nation’s 
food bill by more than four billion 
dollars a year. President Truman 
sent word to the Senate he would 
veto the bill if it came to the 
White House bearing the amend- 
ment. 

Pepper and his group, who had 
proposed an immediate increase to 
65 cents and on up to 75 within 
four years, last night agreed to 
the compromise when it became 
evident he could not get a higher 
figure. 

Pepper conceded that the vote 
on the Russell amendment was “a 
clear-cut expression of the major- 
ity of the Senate.” He added, how- 
ever, that the bill as amended is 
“a worse -bill than the present 
law.” 

“Obviously,” he said, “it would 
be an affront to the workers who 
might be affected to add a few 
cents to their wages and take 
more away from them in higher 
living costs.” 

Pepper interpreted the result in 
part as “a vote against the Admin- 
istration’s wage-price policy which 
has resulted in some increases in 
wages.” 

In the debate, Russell expressed 
the hope that Truman would not 
veto the bill. 

There was no indication, how- 
ever, that such possibility existed. 
Majority Leader Barkley made it 
clear last Friday that he was de- 
livering a message direct f.om 
the President when he announced 
the veto threat. 

Both Missouri Senators, Briggs 
(Dem.) and Donnell (Rep.) voted 
against the Russell amendment. 
Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
voted against the amendment, 
Brooks (Rep.), Illinois, ‘oted for 
it. 

Action on Other Changes. 

Other amendments were acted 
on in the Senate today.

The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners decided today to make a 
preliminary survey of the Police 
Department prior to discussing 
with Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
his recommendation that an ex- 
haustive survey be made to deter- 
mine whether some districts might 
be consolidated as an economy 
measure without loss of efficiency.

1944 from a Louisiana state prison 
farm while serving a life sentence 
for the 1927 murders of his wife 
and sister-in-law. 

Detective Sgt. James Turner and 
Detective David Neibert stopped 
the 48-year-old escaped convict at 
Thirteenth and Pine streets for a 
routine checkup, after noticing the 
smoked glasses. They placed him 
under arrest when he failed to 


show a draft classification card 
and the draft registration card he 
carried contained erasures. 

On questioning at Police Head- 
quarters, Moity freely admitted 
his identity, and told detectives 
he had walked away from the St. 
Gabriel Prison Farm near §Sun- 
shine, La. while acting as a 
guard, Since then, he said, he 
had been wandering through Mid- 
west and West Coast areas work- 
ing as a painter. He said he 
came to St. Louls three months 
ago and had been staying at the 
Delano Hotel, 219 North Nine 
teenth street. 

Moity has waived extradition 
and will be turned over to Louisi- 
ana authorities. 

The short, stocky fugitive read- 
ily discussed with the reporters 
details of the murders for which 
he was imprisoned. Angered by 
jealousy, he related, he stabbed 
his wife and sister-in-law, dismem- 
bered the bodies and placed them 
in a trunk in his New Orleans 
home. He fled with his three 
small children, but was arrested 
two days later.

Overall World Organiza- 
tion Needed to Cope 
With Crisis, He Tells 


London Conference. 


LONDON, April 5 (UP)—Her- 
bert Hoover, honorary chairmdh 
of President Truman’s emergency 
famine committee, called today 
for an overall food organization 
to cope with what he termed “the 


most critical food period in all 
modern history.” 

Hoover said Europe’s future de- 
pended on an integrated world 
program to care for 20,000,000 un- 
dernourished and diseased chil- 
dren on tbe Continent. He ad- 
dressed his appeal _ to an emer- 
gency food conference, at the same 
time reporting on results of a per- 
sonal survey of Europe. 

The combined food board in 
Washington, he pointed out, “in- 
fluences only part of the surplus- 
producing countries,” and the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration “cov- 
ers less than 30 per cent of the

people from the English Channel 
to the Russian border.” 
Real Co-ordination Needed. 

Hoover said a central world or- 
ganization, functioning “realistic- 
ally” last September, would have 
realized the food crisis then, in- 
stead of five months later. The 
outstanding need for the future is 
“more effective co-ordination,’ he 
declared. 

He asserted the “next few 
months” would be the most crit- 
ical, and that famine had been 
prevented so far by overseas sup- 
plies. “Hunger,” he said, “sits at 
the table thrice daily in hundreds 
of millions of homes, Famine is 
inevitable unless we land for the 
next few months every ton of 
overseas food we can summon.” 

He estimated that 5,000,000 tons 
of cereals in the months before 
harvest and additional shipments 
of fats were needed in Europe to 
avert “disaster.” 

Hoover explained that the 
“mainstay” of Europe’s urban 
population is now the government 
food ration, which averages no 
more than 1250 calories a day in 
most countries. The ration does 
‘not exceed 1000 calories daily in 
more than half of the city areas, 
he added. 

20 Per Cent Infant Death Rate. 

The first evidence of famine is 
found among children, Hoover 
said. Infant mortality in some 
cities reaches more than 20 per 
cent each year, he reported. He 
asserted it “would not be an im- 
moderate estimate” to say that 
20,000,000 European children were 
steadily developing tuberculosis, 
rickets, anemia and other diseases 
as a result of the food shortage. 

Saying that the infant mortality 
exceeding 20 per cent a year “is 
an indication of slow famine,” 
Hoover declared that rehabilita- 
tion of children “cannot be post- 
poned until some other day.” 

“The world cannot hate chil- 
dren, even of the enemy,” he said. 
“Our children must live in the 
same world with them.” 

He asserted “It is a matter of 
profound regret that the experi- 
ence of the last world war was 
not followed and an effective or- 
ganization set up to give one extra 
meal of 400 or 500 calories daily 
to under-nourished children and 
certain classes of mothers.” 

Hoover urged that all large 
wheat-producing countries imme- 
diately ship all available supplies. 
The American people already have 
responded generously to the call 
for a drastic reduction in their 
consumption of bread stuffs and 
fats, Hoover said. 

“We shall scrape the bottom of 
the barrel,” he added. 

Hoover said the “generous ac- 
tion” of Russia was helping au- 
thorities maintain the current ra- 
tion and meet the need for 5,000,- 
000 tons of cereals before the next 
harvest, 


Famine Area Wheat Shipments 
Lag, Anderson Says. 

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
today announced the United 
States was falling behind in its 
wheat shipments to famine areas. 
He said the next 60 to 90 days will 
be “the most critical period in the 
world food crisis.” 

Exports of wheat and wheat 
flour equivalent in the first three 
months of this year totaled 2,687,- 
000 tons, or 313,000 tons short of 
the goal. .In addition 140,000 tons 
of Canadian wheat milled in this 
country were shipped abroad. 

Anderson’s announcement was 
made after he and Secretary of 
Commerce Wallace conferred with 
President Truman at the White 
House. Anderson said it will be 
increasingly difficult to meet the 
April-June goal of 3,000,000 tons, 
plus the 313,000-ton deficit of the 
first quarter.

Knew About Camps. 


Keitel said he was aware of the 
existence of concentration camps 
and that “severe measures” were 
probably being taken inside them. 
He had heard that medical experi- 
ments were made on internees but 
these were rumors which he was 
never able to pin down. He knew 
no particulars or details, he pro- 
tested, 

“T tried to obtain the release of 
Pastor Niemoller but failed,” he 
testified. “I did manage to free 
a farmer in 1940. I talked with 
him afterward and he said nothing 
about being badly treated,

STAMFORD, Conn., April 5 (AR) 
—One of the nation’s longest and 
most bitterly fought labor disputes 
since V-J day was settled early 


today as union and company ne- 
gotiators reached an agreement 
ending the 21-week-old strike at 
the Yale & Towne Manufacturing 
Co. lock factory here. 

The settlement, announced in 
New York City shortly before 1 
o'clock this morning at the con- 
elusion of a day-long session, was 
to be submitted for ratification at 
a mass meeting here this after- 
moon of members of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists 
(AFL). 

About 2700 members of the ma- 
chinists’ union struck last Nov. 7, 
demanding a 30 per cent wage in- 
erease and a closed shop, and 450 
office workers have refused to 
eross their picket lines. 

Terms Are Withheld. 

Terms of the agreement were 
withheld pending the union meet- 
ing by participants in the New 
York conference. Noel P. Fox, 
chairman of a panel of three fed- 
eral conciliators which had kept 
the negotiations in progress since 
March 28, said it had been signed 
by representatives of the company, 
union and conciliators. 

The strike was marked by the 
intensity of the feelings it aroused. 
Shortly before the negotiations 
opened last week a delegation of 
Stamford AFL and CIO unionists 
went to Washington and told De- 
partment of Labor officials the 
Government might have to take 
over the plant to prevent “blood- 
shed.” 

State police and pickets clashed 
at factory gates on several occa- 
sions, the most recent two weeks 
ago when 24 arrests were made. 

A general work stoppage in 
Stamford industry occurred Jan. 
2 when a crowd put on a mid- 
town demonstration in support of 
the strikers, 

Early in the strike, 14 key 
executives of the plant remained 
in the factory for several days 
while pickets barred the gates. 
They subsisted on the dwindling 
food supplies of the plant cafe- 


teria. 

In Philadelphia today, both un- 
fon and company negotiators re-| 
ported ratification of a new con-| 
tract covering the Yale & Towne 
plant there. Its 1700 workers also 
have been on strike for 21 weeks. 

Gratified at End of Strike. 

As they emerged from the New 
York conference, spokesmen for 
both company and union expressed 
gratification at the end of the 
strike. 

Jerome Y, Sturm, union attor- 
ney, said: 

“The membership of the union 
will certainly agree that a great 
victory has been won. I believe 
that tomorrow should be desig- 
nated V-Y day inh Stamford—it 
certainly will be remembered. This 
has been one of the longest and 
bitterest strikes since V-J day.” 

From Weldon P. Monson, com- 
pany industrial relations attorney, 
came this statement: 

“We are happy the strike is 
over and we will look forward to 
a new era of production.” 


M’ARTHUR OPENS

MacArthur's Views on Peace. 

The United Nations must surely 
fail, he said, unless nations re- 
nounce their sovereign right to 
wage war; and the U. N. interna- 
tional police force will be “at best | 
but a temporary expedient.” 

His proposal for universal re- 
nunciation of the right to make 
war was delivered as he referred 
to the proposzd new constitution 
for Japan, which would make such 
a renunciation. The constitution 


is to be voted on later this month. |- 


He recalled that “in the evolu- 
tion of society, it became neces- 
sary” for men to yield certain 
sovereign rights to states, and 
that in America, states yielded 
certain rights to the federal union. 

The proposal in the Japanese 
constitution he termed “one fur- 
ther step in the evolution of man- 
kind,” if it be adopted also by 
other countries, 

“Whether the world is yet ready 
for so forward a step in the rela- 
tions between nations,” he con- 
tinued, “or whether another and 
totally destructive war—a war in- 
volving mass extermination—must 
first be waged, is the great issue 
which now confronts all peoples.” 

In any case, MacArthur “com- 
mended” the renunciation of war 
proposed by Japan to “the 
thoughtful consideration of all of 
the peoples of the world.” 

There were no decorations on 
MacArthur's five-starred winter 
uniform. Marquat, Derevyanko, 
and Lt. Gen. Chu Shih-ming of 
China also were in uniform; Bal] 
wore a dark blue business suit. 
Each representative brought sev- 
eral aides and advisers, with the 
Russians the largest delegation. 

Outlining Allied occupation poll- 
cies, MacArthur reported that “the 
purposes of the occupation are 
now well advanced.” He termed 
criticism of occupation policies 
“ill-conceived,” and added that the 
critics include “some who, opposed 
to the guiding principles adopted 
at Potsdam and who, uiuwilling 
now to join in full unity of pur- 
pose, seek to foment dissatisfac- 
tion in others, to the end that 
such principles be reshaped to 
their will.”

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
Members reported today a House 
appropriations subcommittee has 
vetoed a budget request of about 
$4,000,000 for an intelligence unit 
in the State Department. 

Committee members also told 


reporters they have agreed to cut 
from about $19,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000 the department’s request for 
funds for expanding its cultural 
relations program from a West- 
ern Hemisphere and Far Eastern 
to a worldwide basis. 

Both actions are subject to full 
committee review before the bill

Denial of funds for the intel- 
ligence unit, committee members 
said, resulted from an investiga- 
tion by the House Military Com- 
mittee which precipitated a con- 
troversy between the military 
group and Alfred McCormack, spe- 
cial Assistant Secretary of State 
in charge of intelligence and re- 
search, 

The Military Committee made 
what it called “representatins” to 
the State Department demanding 
the removal from intelligence work 
of personnel it said had “pro- 
Soviet leanings.” 

McCormack, formerly connected 
with Army Intelligence, replied 
that the committee’s suspicions 
were unfounded. He demanded a 
hearing for himself and a group 
of Army officers whom, he said, 
the cmmittee had in mind.

the Department of Geology at

The importance of the mineral 
resources of the country is gener- 
ally recognized now, he said, but 
it took the devastating effective- 
ness of modern weapons propelled 
by ~i1i-eral fueis to “bring home 
(to the general public) the tre- 
mendous importance of minerals 
in modern life.” 

Speaking before the meeting in 
Rebstock Hall on the university 
campus, Dr. Tolman reviewed the 
geologists’ experience following 
World War I when, he said, the 
Government and the public “gen- 
erally lost interest and was lulled 
into a sense of security by the 
thought that our mineral _ re- 
sources were inexhaustible.” 

“Activities by Government 
agencies,” he said, “in investigat- 
ing and inventorying mineral pos- 
sibilities were allowed to decline. 
As a consequence, when the recent 
war started, this work specifically 
directed to our mineral resources 
had to begin again, almost from 
acratch.” 

He asserted that the United 
States never has been a “have na- 
tion” in the sense that it is self- 
sufficient where minerals are con- 
cerned. A total of 65 different 
mineral commodities, he _ said, 
were imported during the war pe- 
riod just ende@ to keep industries 
producing weapons of war at top 
speed,

It 
also bars the way from Russian 
territory to Iraq. 

These barriers would be of much 
greater importance to Russian 
land power than to Anglo-Ameri- 
can air or air-borne power. The 
answer of Russian land power to 
a growing Anglo-American air 
concentration in the Middle East 
would obviously be to overrun its 
bases, or any area where it could 
establish bases, before it could be- 
come too formidable. The Rus- 
sians could not do this quickly 
enough if they had to work their 
way through an enormous tangle 
of mountains first, but if they 
were already on the south side of 
the mountains, where their armor 
and motorized forces could de- 
bouch quickly into central Iran 
and into Iraq, they might feel 
much more confortable.

The reason 
is the great Caucasus range of 
mountains. This range strikes 
right across from the Black sea 
to the Caspian, a great and vir- 
tually impassable barrier cutting 
off Russian Transcaucasia — that 
is, the Soviet Republics of Georgia, 
Armenia and Azerbaijan — from 
the rest of Russia. 

Usable land communications 
with Russia proper exist only 
around the ends of the mountain 
range, and for practical purposes 
only around the eastern end, along 
the shore of the Caspian sea. Sea 
communications are available, of 
course, both in the Black and 
Caspian seas, but would not be 
worth very much as against hos- 
tile air power established in Iraq, 
Syria or central Iran. 

In fact, Russian Transcaucasia 
fis so divided from the rest of Rus- 
sia that it could be cut off with- 
out too much difficulty if a strong 
hostile force were to be concen- 
trated in Turkey and Iran, and if 
that happened, Russia would lose 
the greater part of its present oil 
resources. 


Effect of Mountain Barrier, 


If, however,the Iranian province 
of Azerbaijan passes into Russian 
control, the situation becomes dif- 
ferent. As long as this province 
remains fully Iranian, it inter- 
poses a mountain barrier of 
enormous’ difficulties between 
Russian Transcaucasia and the 
central part of Iran. This moun- 
tain barrier walls in Transcaucasia 
on the south just as the Caucasus 
range walls it on the north. It 
also bars the way from Russian 
territory to Iraq. : 

These barriers would be of much 
greater importance to Russian 
land power than to Anglo-Ameri- 
can air or air-borne power. The 
answer of Russian land power to 
a growing Anglo-American air 
concentration in the Middle East 
would obviously be to overrun its 
bases, or any area where it could 
establish bases, before it could be- 
come too formidable. The Rus-

§ sams F. BYRNES is occu- 

pying his rather warm seat 
among the United Nations mighty 
with a serenity that bears out 
his insistence that all is well with 
him in the White House family. 

This happy situation was not at- 
tained without preliminary grief. 
The Byrnes difficulties with the 
President did not reach the re- 
signing stage but they were nev- 
erthless real and the Secretary 
got more than a fleeting glimpse 
of the Truman doghouse. 
Byrnes had to learn that the 
former Senator from Missouri 
whom he offhandedly used to in- 
struct how and when to jump 
through the Roosevelt hoops is 
now President of the United 
States. Truman had to realize 
that, unless and until he fixed 
upon a policy, the man on the 
spot had to improvise and do 
what seemed best at the time. 
The Secretary's return to Wash- 
ington during the brief recess this 
week to give the President a 
blow-by-blow account of the 
Iran-Soviet fracas represents a 
deference that Byrnes earlier in 
his tenure was slow to accord 
Truman, 


Task Much Easier Now, 


He could not seem to grasp that, 
however senior he was in age 
and experience, his was now the 
lesser weight. On the other hand, 
his task is much easier because 
Truman has made up his mind to 
a firmer and more definite policy. 
Thus the man who was re- 
sponsible for sharpening the per- 
sonal clash which burst into print 
ese! on both counts of his indict- 
ment. 


He is Adm. William Leahy, the 
President's personal chief of staff. 
Navy-trained since he was 16 
years old, Leahy.was horrified by 
what he regarded as Byrnes's cava- 
lier attitude toward the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and said so. The 
boss is the boss in Leahy’s Navy 
book, whatever your opinions.

Open to Public.

To promote full public 
confidence in its aims and pur- 
poses, it is udvisable that all for- 
mal sessions be open to such of 
the prblic and press as existing 
facilities will accommodate, There 
is nothing in its deliberations to 
conceal even from the eyes and 
ears of our alien adversary. 
Through such a practice of pure 
democracy in the discharge of its 
responsibilities, the world will 
know that the council delibera- 
tions lead to no secret devices, 
undertakings or commitments. 
The suspicion, the distrust, the 
hatred so often engendered by the 
veilof secrecy will thus be avoided 
and in the undimmed light of 
public scrutiny we will therefore 
invits full confidence in the sin- 


rectitude of our aims. As supreme 
commander I can assure you that 
I entertain no fear that such an 
opportunity for public discussion 
will have the slightest adverse ef- 
fect upon the discharge of my 
executive responsibilities. 


The purposes of the occupation 
are now well advanced. Japanese 
forces on the home islands have 
been disarmed, demobilized and 
returned to their homes, and in 
other respects the Japanese war 
machine has been neutralized. Dis- 
positions have been taken to elim- 
inate for all time the authority 
and influence of those who misled 
the people of Japan into embark- 
ing on world conquest, and to 
establish in Japan new order of 
peace, security, and justice; to se- 
cure for the Japanese people free- 
dom of speech, religion and 
thought, and respect for the fun- 
damental human rights; to remove 
all obstacles to the strenghening 
of democratic tendencies among 
the Japanese people; and to read- 
just the Japanese industrial econ- 
omy to produce for the Japanese 
people, after reparations, an equit- 
able standard of life. All of these 
dispositions in implementation of 
principles outlined in the Pots- 
dam Declaration have already 
been taken.

of Japan for the Allied powers has 
been ‘to act as far as possible 
through existing instrumentalities 
of the Japanese Government. The 
soundness of this policy has been 
unmistakably reflected in_ the 
progress of the occupation. I 
have sought, while destroying Ja- 
pan’s war potential and exacting 
just penalities for past wrongs, to 
build a future for the people of 
Japan based upon considerations 
of realism and justice. Without 
yielding firmness, it has been my 
purpose to avoid oppressive or ar- 
bitrary action, and to infuse into 
the hearts and minds of the Jap- 
anese people principles of liberty 
and right heretofore unknown to 
them. As success of the Allied oc- 
cupational purposes is dependent 
upon leadership as well as upon 
direction—only to urge the firm 
application of those very prin- 
ciples which we ourselves defend- 
ed on the battlefield may we, as 
victors, become architects of a 
new Japan, a Japan reoriented to 
peace, security and justice. This 
policy shall continue to be the aim 
of my administration and should 
serve to guide the council through 
its deliberations. 


Were it otherwise—were we but 
to insure the thoroughness of 
Japan's defeat, then leave her 
prostrate in the ashes of total col- 
lapse, history would point to a 
task poorly done but partially 
complete, It is equally for us now 
to guide her people to rededicate 
themselves to higher principles, 
ideals and purposes, to help them 
rise to the full measure of new 
and loftier standards of social and 
political morality—that they firm- 
ly may meet the chalienge to 
future utility in the service of man- 
kind. In the consummation of this 
high purpose, we, as victors in the 
administration of the vanquished, 
stand charged to proceed in that 
full unity of purpose which char- 
acterized our common effort in 
the war just won. 
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It is no small hindrance that in 
reaching this goal there are those 
throughout the Allied world who 


lift their voices in sharp and ill 
conceived criticism of our occu- 
pational policies; some, honestly 
inspired but with no knowledge of 
conditions exisiting in this far 
distant land, who would see ap- 
plied here wholly unadaptable 
principles and methods; some who, 
lacking both vision and patience, 
see but the end desired, being 
blind to the means without which 
that end is impossible of achieve- 
ment; some who opposed the 
guilding principles adopted at 
Potsdam and who, unwilling now 
to join in full unity of purpose, 
seek to foment dissatisfaction in 
others to the end that such prin- 
ciples be reshaped to their will, 
or their implementation be im- 
peded; some who, from selfish mo-

Delay on Oil Treaty

UST because I am no longer a member of the Administration, I 
Je not propose to let the Anglo-American Oil Treaty decompose in 
the Senate, if I can help it. It has been gathering dust for nearly — 


six months, 


The reasons which led me three years ago to discuss 


Middle Eastern Oil with President Roosevelt are even more qompelling . 
today than they were then. It was those reasons which eventually, 
resulted in the pending Anglo-American Oil Treaty. 


What prompted me to act was 
the war’s terrific drain on 
American petroleum resources 
snd the need to guarantee this 
country a continuing supply of 
oil. In the Middle East, some 
American companies had valu- 
able concessions in  Saudi- 
Arabia, Bahrein and Kuweit. 
Other Americans were inter- 
ested with the British in Iran, 
Iraq and other places. The 
American concessionaires feared 
the influ-nce of Great Britain 
on King Ibn Saud of Saudi- 
Arabia. My idea was that we 
ought to come to an agreement 
with Great Britain followed by 
one with Russia and all of the 
countries of the world inter- 
ested in oil. 


I urged the President to direct 
the State Department to hold a 
conference with Great Britain on 
oil. Not without some trouble, he 
finally did bring about a confer- 
ence. Secretary Hull headed the 
American delegation but he never 
attended a meeting except to call 
the first one to order. I presided 
at all subsequent meetings. 


The British made concessions 
that our oil men would not have 
believed possible and we worked 
out a unanimous agreement in the 
summer of 1944. I can still re- 
member the flourish with which 
Act'ag Secretary Stettinius signed 
it with the kleig lights going full 
blast, although the State Depart- 
ment had had practically nothing 
to do with it. When Secretary 
Hull and Assistant Secretary 
Breckinridge Long, without con- 
sultation, sent this agreement to 
the Senate as a treaty, Senator 
Connally, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, prompt- 
ly announced that the treaty was 
dead even before he submitted it 
to his committee. 


I asked President Roosevelt to 
withdraw this document “for fur- 
ther consideration.” After Presi- 
dent Roosevelt died and Secretary 
Hull resigned, I proposed another 
meeting with the British, this time 
to be held in London. President 
Truman, at my suggestion, last 
Sep'vumbe: appointed a new com- 
mittee to go to London. There 


went to London with us six rep | 
resentatives of the oil industry. In | 
five days, with Emanuel Shinwell, ° 
Minister of Fuel and Power, at 
the head of the British delegation, 
we again arrived at a unanimous 
agreement, and by “unanimous” 
I mean that the oil industry rep- 
resentatives agreed that the 
treaty was a good one. As the 
chairman of the American con 
ferees, I signed on behalf of the | 
United States and early in Octo- 
ber we were back in Washington. 
I presented this treaty personally | 
to President Tguman, at the same 
time suggesting that we ought to 
lose no time in having a similar 
conversation with the Russians, _ 
The treaty was sent by the Presi- 
dent to the State Department 
where for a month or more it 
rested before being sent to the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 


I don’t really know whether 
mortification has already set in 
or whether enough embalming 
fluid was injected into this 
treaty at the proper time. Mean- 
while, understandably, the Brit- 
ish are becoming restive. 

Unconscionable delay has 
given time for that eminent oil 
patriot, Harry F. Sinclair, to 
spend some of his money in 
Texas stirring up a purely imag- 
inary opposition. 

There are cynics who wonder 
if Senator Connally regards the 
election of a United States Sen- 
ator in the State of Texas next 
November as more important, 
from the point of view of world 
peace, than an understanding on 
the oil question, 

I comprehend personal selfish- 
ness and political machinations 
but sometimes I find it difficult 
to understand why we should be 
so boastful of some of our gov- 
ernmental processes that we are 
pleased to call “democratic.” 
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The correspondents covering 
U.N. agree he is doing a good 
job in developing on the interna- 
tional stage the mediation talents 
which made him Roosevelt’s most 
useful Senator Their vote for 
most dynamic goes to the 38-year- 
old Soviet ambassador, Andrei 
Gromyko whose comparative 
youth but super aggressiveness 
fortuitiously reflect the muscle- 
stretching Soviet Union. 
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sians could not do this quickly 
enough if they had to work their 
way through an enormous tangle 
of mountains first, but if they 
were already on the south side of 
the mountains, where their armor 
and motorized forces could de- 
bouch quickly into central Iran 
and into Iraq, they might feel 
much more confortable. 

With Iranian Azerbaijan in their 
possession, under whatever pre- 
text, they have the gateways to 
central Iran, and they also have 
what they do not have otherwise, 
direct contact with Irag. 


Policy and Power. 


Very similar considerationg ap- 
ply to the provinces of Kars and 
Ardahan, on the frontier between 
Russian Turkey. As long as these 
are in Turkish hands, they present 
a mountainous barrier to Russian 
pressure on Turkey which must be 
overcome before that pressure can 
begin to be of a vital character. 
But should Kars and Ardahan be- 
come Russian, the Russians would 
be in a much better position to 
deal quickly with any air threat 
arising on Turkish territory, or 
in Syria, than they are at present. 
Or so they doubtless reason. 

Admittedly these military cal- 
culations are based on considera- 
tions which would have had great- 
er validity a few years ago than 
they do today, but the military 
mind trends to reason from its 
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own experience. It is essentially 
conservative, which ig probably 
just as well; it does not too 
readily accept what is new and 
unproved. If Russian generals 
reason that the defense of their 
land frontiers against invasion is 
their primary objective, this ig at 
any rate in line with Russian 
military experience. The counter- 
arguments to be used in inducing 
the Kremlin to abandon the pres- 
ent application of this reasoning 
must take into account both mili- 
tary and political factors. All of 
which is just one more example 
of the fact that policy and power 
and irdivisible.

The Betrayal of Radio 


For the second time in a month, the FCC has 
been forced to try to prevent the perversion of 
radio as an instrument of public service. This 
perversion is the work of broadcasters them- 
selves. Some of them make it appear that a 
great medium for expression is no better than 
a sales commodity. 

The FCC is asking Congress for authority to 
limit sales prices of radio stations. Why? Because 
the broadcasters’ panting pursult of money has 
seduced them into financial speculation on what 
is not theirs, on what really is public property 
—the right to use air channels, 

Commissioner Durr was the first to question 
this manipulation of radio licenses. In 1944, 
he pointed out that two small stations had been 
sold for $500,000 and $1,000,000, respectively. 
This was 24 and 33 times their profits after 
taxes. Durr wanted to know, “Are they selling 
something they do not own and have no right 
to sell, namely, the use of a radio channel?” 

Obviously, they were. Broadcasters are li- 
censed by act of Congress to use the air as a 
public trust and “in the public interest, con- 
venience or necessity.” Yet they use the air 
primarily for private interest and the adver- 
tisers’ convenience. Radio is a business matter 
to them, and they are pretty bald about it. 

A former head of the broadcasters’ associa- 
tion scorned the idea that radio is “a flash of 
genius” or “some kind of art center.” He said 
radio was just as much a product of business 
as a vacuum cleaner. He thought radio should 
be listed “along with dairies, laundries and 
banks.” 

This opinion puts radio in a basket with the 
soiled linen. And it does pay dividends, as Charles 
A. Siepmann shows in his new book, “Radio’s 
Second Chance.” The return on the original 
cost of property of all stations and networks, ac- 
cording to Siepmann, ran to the, astonishing fig- 
ure of 109 per cent in 1944. No wonder the trade 
in air channels looks like a black market on 
Saturday! 

The FCC terms the present trend in radio 
“excessive commercialism.” 

It amounts to abdication by broadcasters in 
favor of advertisers. It provides a test of pro- 
gram excellence on the basis of dollars and cents. 
It so jams the airways with daytime soap operas 
and night-time comedy that it hinders any serv- 
ice on public issues or minority tastes. It insults 
listeners with advertising plug-uglies. It puts a 
crimp in freedom of speech on the air, by leav- 
ing little room for the exercise of that freedom. 

The public has the major vested interest in 
radio, and it is high time for the FCC to pro- 
tect that interest. In the past, every time the 
commission looked askance at broadcasting, ra- 
dio’s profiteers screamed about censorship, and 
turned the Government’s listening post into a 
political whipping post. The result was that 
the FCC seldom looked askance. 

Now, however, the commission seems ready 
to use its powers under Congress. Besides seek- 
ing specific authority over station sales prices, 
it recently proposed standards for judging over- 
all programming in the public interest. 

Certainly, the failure of self-control by broad- 
casters must be the measure of control by Gov- 
ernment. The little men of radio are reducing 
the great medium of. broadcasting. to bookkeep- 
ing, while the advertiser runs the show. The 
FCC cannot permit such betrayal of the public 
trust by those licensed to uphold it. 
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Tragedy of the Slums 

Sometimes it takes the lightning flash of 
tragedy to reveal underlying social evils which 
otherwise are easy to ignore. Such a flash is 
the record at Homer G. Phillips Hospital that 
in the last two years there have been 13 deaths 
due to lead poisoning. 

This particular type of lead poisoning was ac- 
quired by the victims, all Negroes, inhaling the 
fumes of burning battery cases. Lead from the 
plates within the batteries become impregnated 


in the battery cases, with use. When the bat- 


teries are worn out, they are thrown on junk 
heaps. Sometimes they are sold for use as fuel. 


' Sometimes, perhaps, they are stolen. 


If these battery cases were burned in tight, 
modern furnaces, the fumes would go out the 
chimney, disperse in the air and harm no one. 
It is when they are burned in shanties, in im- 
provised stoves, that they cause damage. Fumes 
from the burning battery cases leak through the 
cracked stoves into the shanties. 

There men, women and children, huddled 
around the fire, inhale the fumes. The result, 
for 13 Negroes in the last two years, was death. 
Two more did not die, but suffered permanent 
paralysis, physical and mental. Medical science 
was able to rescue nine victims. 

At very least, this situation suggests that the 
City Health Division should see to it by what- 
ever means are necessary that these old bat- 
tery cases are disposed of safely, and not made 
available for use as fuel. Beyond this, like the 
frequent cases of rat bites among the ill-housed 
of the city, the cases of lead poisoning that have 
come to Homer G. Phillips Hospital point to the 
vast needs for adequate housing that go far be- 
yond the present “housing emergency.”

Somewhere among the million people in the 
St. Louis area is a man who can see beyond 
yesterday, and who has the courage and the 
ability to meet one of the biggest problems of 
tomorrow. That is the man who is being sought 
by the board of directors of the Veterans’ Serv- 
ice Center to serve as director of the center. 

He will not be looking for a job, that job or 
any other job. He will be functioning usefully 
in some position right now, and it will not be ap- 
parent immediately either to him or to his as- 
sociates how he can be spared to take a position 
that on the surface appears to be temporary, 
controversial and unrewarding. 

His interest will be aroused only when the 
really great difficulties of the job as director of 
the Veterans’ Service Center are made apparent 
to him. When he is told that he will be asked to 
direct a divided and bickering staff, to co-ordi- 
nate jealous and unco-operative agencies—and to 
reach out into the community for the best and 
biggest men and convince them that they should 
volunteer for service at the center—he will begin 
to be interested. 

When he sees how difficult it will be to fit 
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veterans speedily back into the life of the com- 
munity, each man in his place, or at least be- 
ginning to make a place for himself, the right 
man to serve as director of the center will be- 
come really interested. The easy way, merely 
to make a gesture “for the boys,” and to let 
veterans drift into the bitterness of the misfits, 
will not appeal to him at all. 

If the right man takes this job, he will mobil- 
ize the best efforts of the whole community— 
and he will do a job that is crying to be done. In 
the process, he will earn the gratitude of all who 
heard his name, 
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Sordid Cotton Business 

The furore over curbs on cotton speculation 
becomes rather depressing. 

Chester Bowles ordered larger margins on 
cotton market transactions for future delivery. 
His purpose was excellent: to keep gamblers in 
cotton from forcing up the cost of apparel and 
cotton-consuming industrial products. 


If he needed a precedent for intervention, the 
Federal Reserve Board had recently given it by 
requiring 100 per cent margins in stock mar- 
kets. If the inherent excellence of his purpose 
needed moral support, he had it in the circum- 
stance that the Government for years has spent 


and legislated lavishly to put liberal floors un-— 


der cotton prices and is pledged to continue 
such aids for two full years after the war is 
officially terminated. 

Yet Mr. Bowles had to force Secretary Ander- 
son to countersign the order. The only reason- 
able inference is that the Secretary fears the 
wrath of the cotton bloc, just as he bowed to 
the will of the dairy bloc when he asked for 
sharply higher butter prices. Such subservience 
of a Cabinet member is not very becoming in 
a time of acute infMttionary emergency. 


The cotton bloc’s wrath was forthcoming. Sen- 
ator Bilbe shouted for Bowles’s “liquidation.” 
Cotton Elmer Thomas: “I can’t imagine any- 
one who has regard for the farmer voting for 
OPA extension.” Senator Ellender: “Bowles is 
making it impossible for many of us to vote 
for an extension of OPA without exceptions.” 
So the cotton Congressmen, with the accustomed 
regard for their own petty preoccupations 
against the broad national interest (and indeed 
the long-pull interest of their own cotton-grower 
constituents), threaten to throw Mr. Bowles out 
or to tie his hands. 

There is only one bright ray in this sordid 
affair—Mr. Bowles’s courage in precipitating 
the question before price control renewal had 
cleared Congress. Surely that courage and the 
occasion of its display are admired by most 
Americans. The question is whether the Con- 
gress as a body has the integrity to give it the 
blessing of indorsement which it so richly de- 
serves. 
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For a Real Red Cross Inquiry 

There have been two “investigations” of the 
St. Louis chapter of the American Red Cross 
in recent weeks. The first was conducted by 
the executive committee of the chapter board of 
directors. The more recent one was conducted 
by a representative of the national Red Cross 
office. : 

Both investigations concluded nothing was 
wrong with the chapter. Both investigations, 
however, were conducted by the Red Cross it- 
self. 

It is difficult, therefore, to accept their conclu- 
sions. It is time the Red Cross stopped exonerat- 
ing itself and invited in the Social Planning 
Council to see what is wrong. 

Mrs. Marguerite Nordman says she chose to 
resign as director of the hame service depart- 
ment at the chapter, a position she had held for 
21 years, rather than accept the “bad profes- 
sional and personne! practices imposed on home 
service by management.” This serious charge 
is underlined by the fact that 23 social service 
workers at Red Cross were so disturbed by con- 
ditions there that they risked their jobs and 
signed a statement demanding that in justice to 
veterans and others served by Red Cross, ‘“‘ex- 
isting malpractices”’ be corrected. 

The Red Cross is not a private preserve of a 
few philanthropists, but an organization receiv- 
ing generous financial support from the broad 
ranks of the community. It is, therefore, re- 
sponsible to the whole community. 

Kenneth H. Bitting, chairman of the chapter 
board, should ask the Social Planning Council 
to conduct a thorough, independent investigation 
of the administration of the St. Louis Red Cross 
Chapter. 
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Terminal’s Record on Smoke 

The Terminal Railroad is helping to eliminate 
smoke like a small boy who washes dirt off his 
face but forgets his neck. Terminal carefully 
cleans up the soot at the St. Louis end of its 
line, but remains good and dirty at the East St. 
Louis end. 

On this side of the river, Terminal has stopped 
creating smoke. Across the river, Terminal 
blows smoke -all over the place. Over here, 
the railroad operates 48 smokeless diesel engines 
and no steam locomotives. Over there, it uses 
35 smoke-puffing coal burners and no diesels. 

Maybe Terminal doesn’t want one end of its 
line to know what the other is doing. But 
when the east wind rises, the secret is out. 
There is smoke from one end of the line to the 
other, and over most of the metropolitan area 
as well. Terminal’s record is not half white and 
half black; it is the dirty gray tinge of smog. 


Terminal learned five years ago that use of 
diesels means efficiency and economy. James 
L. Ford Jr., former chairman of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee, convinced the railroad 
executives that oil burners meant savings in fuel, 
maintenance, manpower and work. The railroad 
conceded that, bought diesels and supported the 
St. Louis smoke ordinance. 

Yet since the East Side smoke abatement cam- 
paign began, four other railroads have ordered 
12 diesels for the eastern yards, and Terminal 
has ordered none. It remains the biggest single 
smoke producer over there. It has a smudge 
from ear to ear. 

If Terminal knows that the use of diesels is 
to the advantage of itself and the public, why 
doesn’t it replace its East Side smoke-blowers? 
Of all railroads in this locality, Terminal has 
the least excuse for polluting the air.

At its recent quarterly mid-winter meet- 
ing, the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor indorsed the proposed 
$3,750,000,000 Government loan to Great 
Britain which is now before Congress for 
approval. 


The Council took the viewpoint which an 
overwhelming majority of economists and 
foreign trade experts take, namely that 
such a loan will contribute materially to a 
stabilized and prosperous world trade, and 
help Great Britain get back on her own 
as a major producing and export nation, 
and at the same time materially help our 
own country, 


Nature has not been kind to Britain as 
it has to us. Possessing limited natural re- 
sources, the people of the British Isles must 
manufacture and export or perish. While 
those favoring this loan have placed special 
emphasis on the gact that there is nothing 
sentimental about its terms, and that it 
is a hard-headed business proposition offer- 
ing material export advantages to Ameri- 
can manufacturers never enjoyed before, 
there also are intangibles attached to the 
loan that In the aggregate will prove more 
valuable to us than the money and trade 


. advantages that will be repaid to the Unit- 


ed States. : 


A Business Proposition 


A statement issued by the AFL Council 
said in part: “Sympathetic as we are to 
the British people, the proposed loan should 
not be considered on a sentimental basis. 
It is purely a business proposition. It will 
help us as wel] as Great Britain. 


“In prewar days, Britain was one of 
America’s greatest customers. In the years 
to come, we must restore that large vol- 
ume of trade for our own benefit. To do 
that we must help our good customer and 
valued Ally to reorganize her economy.” 


There is no doubt but that Britain’s lone 


heroic struggle in the early years of the 
war, which held back the Axis until the 
vast industria) and military might of this 
country could be thrown into the struggle 
and tip the balance for victory, reduced 
the ultimate cost in lives and materia] to 
the United States many times three and 
three-quarter billion dollars. 


Opposition From Extremes 


If that remarkabe military achievement 
of the past deserves our gratitude, the 
menacing aspects of the uncertain future 
command us to support the liberal and 
mildly socialistic Labor Government of 
Great Britain which once more is the bul- 
wark against a tidal wave of anarchy and 
totalitarianism that has ravaged most of 
postwar Europe, If Britain’s economic re- 
conversion is successful, the trend to ex- 
treme left will be halted. 


A large portion of opposition to this loan 
comes from newspapers and politicians 
usually identified with the extreme right 
or left. The one group is hoping that the 
present “socialistic” Labor Government in 
Britain will fall if we refuse the loan.

Chaucer Restored to Life 
For the Readers of Today 


“Geoffrey Chancer of Engiand,” Written and Dece- 
rated by Marehette Chute. (E. P. Dutton & Co., 
New York.) 

This life of Geoffrey Chaucer, with an 
appreciation of his work, is, for most of 
it, thoroughly delightful. Geoffrey Chaucer 
was more than the first modern writer in 
England. He was also a thoroughly de 
lightful man and an efficient public 
servant of the crown. Miss Chute makes 
old Geoffrey come alive and builds around 
him enough of his fourteenth-century en- 
vironment to show him standing clearly 
in the forefront. 

Unfortunately Chaucer, like Shakespeare 
and other lesser men, has suffered q}! the 
perils of high-school teaching; and his peril 
has been the greater, for his language is, 
of course, now pretty thoroughly obsolete. 
But his works repay the hoyr or two neces- 
sary to read them easily with a glossary. 

Chaucer had a remarkably keen eye for 
eccentricities and details of personality and 
a lovely, subtle sense of humor. Those 
qualities have supported through many 
years the reputation of many a man with 
smaller genius than Geoffrey. Let all those 
who have matured since they left high 
school discard their early prejudice, read 
this book and then dip into Chaucer's own 
work. They will find both, or rather all 
three, stimulating experiences. 

* « a 

Miss Chute’s enthusiasm for Chaucer, 
however, it must be confessed, beging to 
pall after about two-thirds of the book. In 
her effort to recapitulate the stories of the 
“Canterbury Tales” and of other Chaucer's 
works, she finds that she must repeat her 
eulogies; and too many coats of gilding will 
eventually obscure the statue. This is a 
very niggardly complaint, and should not 
prevent anyone from enjoying the book. 

Miss Chute has obviously done a job of 
research, probably based on that of many, 
many scholars and not on her original 
work. She has done a remarkable job of 
pulling together a great many facts, both 
about Chaucer and about his century, se 
that she has written a book that is an 
interesting example of how literary history 
and appreciation should be written. Had 
she occasionally exercised some restraint 
and been willing to believe that Geoffrey 
was sometimes less than perfect, she would 
have written a better book.

“The Woodland Book,” by Elmer Ransom. (Hewell, 

Soskin, New York.) 

Familiar birds and animals such as the 
purple martin, bluebird, mockingbird, bald 
eagle, racoon, opossum and beaver, grace 
the pages of this little volume of nature 
studies by a famous sportsman. The es- 
says are terse, informal, yet they reveal 
the essential facts about each bird and 
animal. 

It may be doubted that beavers are fa- 
mililar, yet a few were trapped at Went» 
ville, Mo., in St. Charles County last win- 
ter and the pelts sold with permission of 
the Conservation Commission. Bald eagles 
are abundant enough to be commonplace 
along the lower Missouri River. 

Mr. Hansom credits birds with keeping 
his fruit trees free from insect pests, 
Moreover, he things nature in some im- 
ponderable way strikes a balance between 
bugs and birds.

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Russian Policy Is Baffling 


WRITE before the outcome of the Security Council’s discussion of 

[= Iranian case is known, but I write with a sense of bewilder- 
ment at the intricacies of Russian policy over this issue. 

are so many questions which leave the observer baffled that I wish, 

for the sake of all who regard friendship with Russia as a vital con- 

dition of peace, that Generalissimo Stalin and his colleagues would

provide us with the answers upon which to base our judgment. 


It is surely clear (1) that Russia 
was bound by treaties to be out of 
Iran by March 2; (2) that Russian 
troops are still there, and (3) that 
Russia has proposed that they 
stay for an indefinite period in 
certain parts of Iran. It is surely 
clear also that Russia has pro- 
posed the creation of a Russo- 
Iranian cil company in Northern 
Iran in which Russia should have 
51 per cent and Iran 49 per cent 
of the shares. 

It seems further clear that Rus- 
sia proposes a special status in 
the future for that part of Azer- 
baijan which is Iranian territory, 
and wishes it to be linked in some 
complicated way with Russian 
Azerbaijan. 


Flaws in Soviet Stand. 


It may well be that there are 
excellent reasons for the first 
three points I have set out and, 
in the light of Russian losses 
during the war, the desire of its 
rulers for oil is wholly intelligible. 
Nor is it at all improbable that 
there is grave dissatisfaction with 
the Iranian Government in the 
Azerbaijan provinces. Whatever 
support the Russians may have 
given the movement there for 
loca] autonomy, there is no doubt 
that the Iranian Government there 
is corrupt and inefficient. 

Even if all this be granted, the 
fact remains (1) that Russia has 
unilaterally broken a treaty and 
that Iran lays the issue of that 
breach before the United Nations, 
and (2) that the Soviet representa- 
tive in the Security Council 
walked out because its members 
insisted that Iran had the right 
to explain why it wished to be 
heard. 

The Soviet representative ex- 
plained that there was an “agree- 
ment” for the withdrawal of Rus- 
sian troops in the course of the 
next weeks and asked for post- 
ponement of any discussion until 
April 10. His argument was based 
on the need of time for Russia 
to prepare its case. 

I find it baffling to understand 
the why of an “agreement” which 
the Iranian representative and the 
Prime Minister deny has been 
made. I do not understand why 
an agreement is necessary for 
Russia to do what it is already 
pledged to do by treaty. I find 
it hard to believe that Russia 
needs any more time to prepare 
a “case” in the light of the de- 
mands made upon Iran when its 
Prime Minister was in Moscow. 
I do not see of what possible use 
a Security Council case will be 
if every time a small power has 
a complaint to make against one 
of the permanent members of 
the Council, the permanent mem- 
ber puts what is very nearly a 
blanket veto on discussion. 

I do not know how to reconcile 
all this with Generalissimo Sta- 
lin’s deciaration of his faith in 
the United Nations and of Rus- 
sian hopes of its becoming a pow- 
erful factor in keepjng the peace. 
Russia itself objected at the last 
Security Council Session in Lon- 
don to the presence of British 
troops in Greece. I thought there 
Was a strong case in principle 
for the Russian attitude though. 
quite frankly, I do not think that 
Mr. Vishinsky was very sucessful 
in making it. 


Gromyko’s Obscure Stand. 


But the point is that he accused 
Great Britain in much the same 
Way that Iran now accuses Rus- 
sia. Whether Ernest Bevin’s pol- 
icy was right or wrong, he raised 
no procedural objection to the 
discussion. He did not ask for 
postponement and there was a 


sought to negotiate with the Iran- 
ian Prime Minister at. Moscow. 
I presume that he thought them 
reasonable terms. Was the delay 
in evacuation a means of bring- 
ing pressure on Iran to accept? 
What was the purpose of request- 
ing that Russia should keep its 
troops indefinitely in certain parts 
of Iran? Was it for Russian se- 
curity? Or was it to protect the 
inhabitants of Iranian Azerbaijan 
against revenge by the Iranian 
Government once Russian troops 
had withdrawn? Did Gromyko 
know of these proposals? If not, 
why did his Government not in- 
form him of them? 


I ask for light on all these mat- 
ters because in substantial issues 
I think the Russian Government 
has a very strong case. If Great 
Britain can have a vast oil con- 
cession in Southern Iran, there are 
just as good grounds for giving 
Russia, on fair terms, a similar 
concession in Northern Iran. It is 
undeniable that there should be 
considerable autonomy for Iranian 
Azerbaijan, Above all, I dv not 
doubt that social and political re- 
form is long overdue in Iran, 

But why could not the Russian 
Government openly ask for these 
things and arrive at an agreed 
solution upon them through the 
machinery of the United Nations? 


For Open Discussion. 


If there is to be the kind of be- 
havior Mr. Gromyko displayed in 
walking out of the Council ses- 
sion, two grave problems arise. 
There is, first, the issue of 
whether a meeting of the Security 
Council is a legal meeting in the 
absence of a permanent member. 
There is, secondly, the question 
whether there can be any confi- 
dence between powers if, in a 
matter of this importance and 
complexity, there is to be uni- 
lateral action and no sharing of 
information. There is the third 
problem that the normal machin- 
ery of diplomatic relations has 
never worked since this -problem 
raised its ugly head. 


I suggest that Generalissimo 
Stalin’s statement, quite obvious- 
ly sincere, that his desire is to 
make the United Nations an in- 
strument of peace is now to be 
implemented by action. All that 
Russia desires can be fully dis- 
cussed in an atmosphere of real 
hope once the: Russian troops have 
been withdrawn from Iran.  In- 
deed, it is possible that the dis- 
cussion may restore the chance 
for general collaboration which is 
so grimly absent from internation- 
al relations today. 


Search for Security. 


Here, as I think, Generalissimo 
Stalin could take a .step which 
would create new hope in the 
world. He must realize that not 
merely Iran and elements which 
are hostile to the great Russian 
experiment, but even those who 
hope eagerly for its sutcess, are 
baffled by the thick veil behind 
which the policies of Russia are 
obscured, 


I am one of that school which 
believes that the main motive of 
Russian policy is the search for 
security. I do not accept any of 
the charges against it of an im- 
perialism, strategic or otherwise. 
I am sure that the Russian search 
for security has been hampered 
and delayed by the secrecy. which 
has surrounded the atomic bomb 
The sooner that secrecy is aban- 
doned, the better for the world. 
But there must be a give and take 


between Russia and the other 


20 PRIESTS ELEVATED 
70 MONSIGNOR RANK 


New Titles in This Archdio- 
cese Had Been Requested by 
the Late Cardinal Glennon. 


Twenty priests of the St. Louis 
archdiocese have been elevated to 
the rank of monsignor by Pope 
Pius XII, Auxiliary Bishop George 
J. Donnelly, administrator of the 
archdiocese, announced yesterday 
at the chancery office. 

The honors were bestowed by 
the Pope last Feb. 15 at the re- 
quest of the late John Cardinal 
Glennon in a private audience 
with the Holy Father three days 
before the consistory in Rome at 
which the St. Louis archbishop 
was formally elevated to the Col- 
lege of Cardinals. The announce- 
ment was delayed because of Car- 
dinal Glennon’s death. 

Eleven priests were named do- 
mestic prelates with the title of 
Right Reverend Monsignor, and 
nine were named papaj chamber- 
lains with the title of Very Rev- 
erend Monsignor. The offices are 
honorary and carry no additional 
authority. 

Names of Prelates Honored. 

The new domestic prelates are:

BARTHOLOMEW TALKS 
UN COMMUNITY PLAN 


Western Arts Convention 
Here Also Addressed by 
Minnesota U. Professor. 


An address on community-plan- 
ning design by Harland Bartholo- 
mew of the St. Louis Planning 
| Commission was the principal fea- 
ture of the morning sessions of 
the Western Arts Convention at 
Hotel Jefferson today. 

The convention is being attend- 
ed by more than 300 teachers of 
fine arts, industrial arts and home 
economics from 29 states and will 
conclude its meeting here tomor- 


row. 

The inadequacies of our pres- 
ent approaches to world art and 
some suggested new ones were set 
forth last night by Dr. Marie Lien, 
professor of art education at the 
University of Minnesota. 

Private and museum collections 
are largely static and the ethnic 
groups within our society to whom 
we look for authentic examples of 
the arts of their homelands are in 
most cases merely perpetuating 
obsolete living habits rather than 
the modern life of those countries, 
she said. Our usual school pro- 
gram of “colorful” reproduction 
of so-called native dress and cus- 
tom generally leave the students 
with a poor opinion of our “prim- 
itive” foreign neighbors, she de- 
clared, FI 

The importance of the schools 
as a sociological agency as well 
as an educational one was empha- 
sized yesterday by Dr. Mildred 
Peters, co-ordinator of elementary 
schools in a Detroit study of cit- 
izenship education. 

The basic needs of children— 
the need of belonging to society 
and being accepted, the need of 
love and affection and of econom- 
ic security—.nust be met in part 
by the schools where the needs 
are not being met otherwise, she 
said, 

Dr. Peters cited examples to 
show that some schools were 
sharpening these needs instead of 
meeting them. In one system it 
was found that children belonging 
to certain ethnic groups were be- 
ing advised to take courses in the 
manual arts simply because their 
parents had been maids and fac- 
troy hands, Children of proved 
ability were discouraged from 
aspiring to pro‘essional -standing 
solely because of their family 
backgrounds, she said.

VINCENT YOUMANS DIES 


Famous Composer Author of 
Many Other Popular 
Song ‘Hits. 


DENVER, April 5 (AP)—Vin- 
cent Youmans, composer of such 
popular song hits as “Great Day” 
and “Tea for Two,” died of 


tuberculosis today. He was 47 
years old. He had been in a 
sanitarium for more than a 
month, 

The famed _ songwriter, who 
wrote musical scores for a dozen 
or more hit Breadway produc- 
tions, was born in New York City. 
He first hit the big time in the 
music world in 1920, when he 
turned out the score for the musi- 
cal comedy “Two Little Girls in 
Blue.” : 

Youmans gained lasting fame 
along Tin-Pan Alley whén he 
wrote the score for the smash hit 
“No, No, Nanette.” From it 
emerged two modern-day popular 
classics—“Tea for Two,” and “I 
Want to Be Happy.” 

His other compositions include 
“I Know That You Know,” “Some- 
times I’m Happy,” “Without a 
Song,” “More Than You Know,” 
“Time On My Hands,” “Drums in 
My Heart,” and Youman’s own 
favorite, the ballad “Through the 
Years.” 

He also wrote music for the 
motion picture “Flying Down to 
Rio,” which first paired Ginger 
Rogers and Fred Astaire as @& 
dance team. 

Youmans married Anne Varley, 
a dancer in one of his productions, 
in 1927. Her plans for obtaining 
a Reno divorce soon afterward 
were interrupted by the knowl- 
edge that she was a a 
child. Twins were born and Youe 
mans questioned their paternity. 
Long litigation resulted and «a 
divorce ended the marriage in 
1933. 

Two years later Youmans mar 
ried Mildred Boots, a Follies girl 
who divorced him in Reno last 
Jan, 1.

BILLS ON INTANGIBLE 


Four Others in Series of Six 
Setting Up New System 
Still Pending.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 5— 
Two of the six bills setting up a' 
new system of taxation of intang!i-| 
ble persona property in Missouri’! 


and other securities, as required 
by the new Constitution, were 
signed today by Gov.

One of the bills approved im- 
poses an annual tax of 2 per cent 
on dividends credited or declared 
by building and loan associations, 
in lieu of other taxes except levies 
on their realty and tangible per- 
sonal property. The other bill lev- 
ies a nannual tax of 2 per cent 
on premiums collected by mutual 
insurance companies other than 
life and fire insurance company, 
in lieu of taxes on their intangible 
personal property. 

The other four bills in the series, 
pending for approval are the gen- 
eral intangible tax bill, placing a 
4 per cent annual tax on the yield 
of intangibles, two bills relating to 
the annual 2 per cent tax on 


and a measure placing a 7 per 
cent annual tax on the net income 
of state and national banks, in 
lieu of a tax on their intangibles. 

Gov. Donnelly also signed a bill 
exempting from the state income 
tax the first $1500 of service pay 
of persons in military or naval 
forces in World War II. The act 
will become inoperative when the 
war is declared officially ended 
by act of Congress or presidential 
proclamation. 

The act provides the exemption 
shall apply to state income tax re- 
turns of persons in military or 
naval services for the years 1942, 
1943, 1944 and 1945 if the returns

Veterans who, in the confusion 
of adjustment to civilian life, have | 
let their service life insurance poli- | 
cies lapse, got a break today when | 
it was announced by the Veterans’ | 
Administration that lapsed poli-| 
cies can be reinstated without | 
physical examination, | 

The only requirement for rein- | 
statement is that they submit a 
statement that they are in as good | 
health as at the time of the lapse. | 
The new system will remain in' 
effect only until next Jan, 1, after 
which examinations again will be 
required if the date of reinstate- 
ment is more than six months aft- 
er separation from service or mor 
than three months after date o 
lapse. 

Service policies which are al- 
lowed to lapse between now and 
the end of the year come also 
under the liberalization terms. If 
the policy has not yet been con- 
verted to permanent form, ‘only 
two monthly premium payments 
need accompany the application 
for reinstatement.

SEURET RADIO TRICKED 
NAZIS, FBI HEAD SAYS 


Tells How German Spy, 
Forced to Aid U.S., Got Foe 
to Fortify Norway. 


NEW YORK, April 5 (UP)—7J. 
Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
disclosed today how the United 
States in 1944 operated a secret 
radio station and used a Nazi spy 
to trick Germany into fortifying 
the Norwegian coast instead of 
the Normandy beaches where Al- 
lied troops were to land. 

Hoover’s story, written for the 
American magazine, paralleled the 
spy case pictured in the semi- 
documentary, film, “The House on 
Ninety-Second Street.” It started 
in 1942, Hoover said, when the 
Nazis sent a Dutch jeweler to the 
United States to get information 
on the atomic bomb. 

Hoover said the man, whom he 
identified under the alias of Al- 
bert Van Loop, is now free and 
operates a jewelry store in an 
eastern city. 

Van Loop came into the hands 
of the FBI after a _ suspicious 
American consul at Madrid forced 
him to admit his real purpose in 
seeking a Visa to the Ugited 
States. 

On a secluded Long Island es- 
tate the FBI set up a secret radio 
station, as Van Loop had been 
instructed by the Nazis to do, and 
unbroken communications were 
maintained with Nazi intelligence 
from Feb. 8, 1943, to May, 1945, 
Hoover said. 

Van Loop was a successful spy 


for the Germans in the first worldé 


war, and was distrusted by the 
FBI, Hoover said. 

But he “played ball — with a 
pistol at his- back.” 

FBI agents used recordings of 
Van Loop’s radio sending style 
and were trained to send messages 
with Van Loop’s touch. 

At a time when few Americans 
knew anything about the atomic 
bomb, the Nazis were seeking in- 
formation on it, Hoover continued. 
But in 1944 Hamburg messaged 
the Long Island station to con- 
centrate on invasion plans. 

“Slyly, we began to slip in bits 
about Iceland,” Hoover wrote. 
“We drummed it incessantly— 
trivialities always—Iceland, Ice- 
land, Iceland.”

Norris said McFarland is armed 
and dangerous.

he has other tattoo designs on his 
arms and chest.

Dorothy McGuire Great in Good Whodunit 

OUR best all-purpose new film bet this week is probably 
Y -me SPIRAL STAIRCASE,” at the FOX Theater. 

Directed by Robert Siodmak, one of Hollywood's better 

directors, “The Spiral Staircase” is worth your while, first of 

all, because it is a murder thriller that actually 

thrills, You know what to expect as the heroine 

walks slowly down the lonely corridor, or un- 

dresses slowly in her lonely room, or walks slow- 

ly down by herself to the lonely cellar, where 

only. the stacked brandy bottles and the spiders 

on their cobwebs keep one another company, 

and you are not disappointed.

A second reason why “The Spiral Staircase” is worth your 
while is the picture’s heroine, Dorothy McGuire.

O you worry about those little 
D remnants of three or four fresh 

vegetables in the refrigerator 
that will soon spoil? If they are 
agreeable in flavor and texture 
when cooked together, there is no 
danger of the family rebelling 
against them, Each ingredient in 
the combination, however, should 
be prepared with care.-This means 
cleaning perfectly, cutting neatly 
into cubes, julienne strips, and 
never washing the vegetables after 
they are cut up to draw out the 
fine flavor. As soon after prepara- 
tian as possible, they should be 
cooked, and once cooked they 
should be served promptly. Serv- 
ing vegetables in a sauce over bis- 
cuits to obtain a food something 
like a short-cake is really a pleas- 
ant variation. 

Putting a slice of red tomato 
over the broken open buttered hot 
biscuit and pouring the steaming 
creamed vegetable over this adds 
a contrast in texture, temperature, 
and. color which appeals to the 
palate. When a few slices of friz- 
zled ham, crisp bacon or chipped 
beef are served on the side, the 
dish becomes heartier and more 
satisfying. The sauce even may 
be made the vehicle for stepping 
up the food value. Some cheese 


smmay be melted in it, or an egg 


yolk or so stirred into it. Now 
if this little blurb inspires you and 
you have no vegetable remnants, 
then remember you can obtain an 
assortment of vegetables in the 
frozen form and if these are not 
to be had at your grocery, then 
there is the canned vegetable 
mixture for you to obtain any- 


where. ° 
Vegetable Shortcake. 


Two and one-half ounce jar 
sliced dried beef, two tablespoons 
butter, one-fourth cup chopped 
onion, three tablespoons flour, one 
package frozen mixed vegetables, 
one cup milk, three-fourths tea- 
epoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, cooked hot 
baking powder biscuits, sliced to- 
matoes. 

Shred the dried beef and saute 
for five minutes in butter with the 
onion. Add flour and blend until 
well mixed with the butter. Drain 
vegetables and measure liquid, 
There should be one cup. Add liq- 
uid and milk gradually to ingre- 
dients in pan and cook over me- 
dium heat until mixture is smooth 
and thickened. Stir constantly. 
Add salt, Worcestershire sauce 
and the cooked vegetables. Heat 
thoroughly. Separate hot biscuits, 
top each half with a slice of to- 
mato, and immediately add the 
hot vegetable mixture. Serve at 
once, Four large servings.

Sift flour, measure one cup all- 
purpose flour and resift with one- 
fourth teaspoon salt into mixing 
bowl. Add one-half cup evaporat- 
ed milk, two tablespoons salad oll, 
and one egg white, unbeaten, and 
beat until smooth. Add six table- 
spoons water to make a medium 
thin batter. Pee] and slice about 
% inch thick two or three large 
onions (about one and one-fourth 
pounds). Separate onion slices into 
rings and dip into the batter 
so that each ring is completely 
covered. Drop batter-covéred 
rings a few at a time into deep 
fat heated to about 375 degrees 
F. (or hot enough to brown a five- 
eighths inch cube of day-old bread 
in 30 seconds) and fry until golden 
brown. Lift out and drain on ab- 
sorbent paper or paper toweling; 
sprinkle with salt. Serve hot as 
a garnish and accompaniment for 
meat. (These fried rings if kept 
in a warm oven should stay crisp 
as long as 15 to 20 minutes after 
frying). Five servings.

Infection 
In the Nose 


UST the other day a friend 
Jeatea to ask my advice about 

his nose which seemed to have 
become infected following the ex- 
traction of several hairs from 
within the nasal chamber.

serious the moment the individual 
begins the manipulation. It is 
true it probably has been done 
over a long period, but it only 
takes one time to create the sud- 
den dynamic release of infection 
that in some cases is so fulminat- 
ing and vicious that all com- 
bative measures fail to check its 
progress and either death or crit- 
ical illness follows. 


Why treat a nose with such in- 
discretion? 
the protection afforded their res- 
piratory system by a well haired 
nasal chamber, It is true an over- 
abundance of hair may detract 
from one’s appearance and even 
prove uncomfortable from mul- 
tiple projections beyond the limit 
of fashion. Removing these of- 
fenders with scissors is not ob- 
jectionable, but forceful extrac- 
tion may open avenues of infec- 
tion for the dreaded germs, the 
cocci (staphylococcus and strepto- 
coccus) to pounce on you and 
create an acute infection. 


Nervous habit, dry nasal cham- 
ber and an over-abundance of hair 
seem to be the reasons for this 
unpardonable habit. Be that as it 
may, I cannot over-emphasize the 
dangers of this vicious habit. The 


-layman fails to realize the pos- 


sibilities in so trivial a procedure 
as flicking a hair or so from the 
nose, 


The nose harDdDors many germ 
carriers and as I said before the 
nasal hairs afford a certain pro- 
tection to the respiratory system 
as well as protection against dirt, 
fumes and the like. You can well 
imagine where so Many germs are 
congregated the damage that may 
occur from sudden exposure of 
avenues of infection as a result 
of the extraction of a hair or 
hairs. 


The infection may travel with 
alarming speed and whereas the 
modern combative measures—sulfa 
and penicillin—are much superior 
to the old treatment the danger 
is still there. 


So be kind and considerate to 
the nose and treat the hairs that 
line the inner chamber with re- 
spect and caution. And remember, 
only an occasional infection oc- 
curs, but it may happen to you 
and may carry serious implica-

Mrs. Aimee Buchanan's Head Packed With Miscellaneous Information

CHICAGO, April 5 


FTER 10 years of answering 
A asestions on practically every 

subject under the sun from 
the eating habits of the aardvark 
to the genealogy of Tennessee 
walking horses, Mrs. Aimee 
Buchanan has what is probably 
the most tightly-packed noodle full 
of miscellaneous knowledge in the 
whole world, 

As director of the Library Re- 
search Service of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, it is Mrs. Buchanan’s 
job to see that reports are pre- 
pared for Britannica owners who 
may want information on any- 
thing from the origin of hopscotch 
to how to make oak bows for 
lobster traps. 

“IT ceased long ago being sur- 
prised at the things people want 
to know,” Mrs, Buchanan told this 
reporter in her modern ¢<ffice high 
up in Chicago’s Civic Opera 
Building the other day. “Only oc- 
casionally now does a_ request 
leave me flabberg«sted. For in- 
stance, the other day a man wrote 
in to ask: ‘What are we going to 
substitute for war?’ I thought that 
one over for a while. I guess we'll 
give him a report on peace, com- 
plete with the various plans that 
hav. been offered for keeping it.” 


Since 1936 the Britannica pub- 
lishers have been giving away a 
sort of knowledge ration book con- 
taining 50 stamps with each set of 
the Britannica, Each of these 
stamps entitles a Britannica cus- 
tomer to a report by the Britan- 
nica'’s Library Research Service 
on any subject he happens 
to be interested in. A Britannica 
owner can use all 50 stamps right 
off the bat if he wants to or he 
can sprinkle his requests over a 
period of 10 years, after which 
the knowledge stamps are no 
longer valid. 

Last year the Library Research 
Service got 20,493 requests for re- 
ports on subjects ranging from 
how to butcher a hog to how to 
break a child of being a mirror 
writer. Mrs. Buchanan and her 
staff of 40 young college women, 
all well heeled with degrees in 
practically every field of learning, 
finally waded out from under the 
deluge and started this year with 
a clean correspondences slate. 
Many of the reports prepared ran 
from 20 to 30 pages of single- 
space typing and included com- 
plete bibliographies. 

“I don’t pretend to know all the 
answers myself,” says Mrs. Bu- 
chanan, “but don’t think my girls 
can’t dig up the information.” 

Mrs. Buchanan’s staff works in 


» various libraries scattered around 


the country. She has women col- 
lege graduates digging away in 
the Chicago Public Library, in 
Chicago’s John Crerar Library, in 
the University of California Li- 
brary in Berkeley, at the Library

of Congress in Washington, in the 
Widener Library at Harvard, in 
libraries in Baltimore and New 
York City. 

As requests come into Mrs. Bu- 
chanan’s office she farms them 
out to her experts. For instance, 
one of her girl chemists will be 
assigned to dig up the answer to 
a customer’s request for informa- 
tion on the commercial manufac- 
ture of jams and jellies. A woman 
engineer will be set to the task of 
preparing a report on the chemis- 
try of Polystrene resins with spe- 
cific reference to their use in 
lacquers and varnishes. 


Mrs. Buchanan’s files are full 
of letters from satisfied recipients 
of Research Service reports, 

“They’re always amazed,” she 
says, “at how thoroughly we do 
our job. They expect maybe a page 
or two and get from 10 to 30.’ 


On the day this reporter visited 
Mrs. Buchanan at the Britannica 
emporium, she was mailing out 
a batch of Research Service re- 
ports. There was a biography of 
Carrie Jacobs Bond going to a 
clubwoman; 30 pages of informa- 
tion on steam whaling ships go- 
ing to a young man out in the 
Pacific northwest; a lengthy re- 
port on the raising of angle- 
worms; another on customs per- 
taining to St. Joseph’s Day; a 


10-page paper on the part played 
by horses in the Civil War; de- 
tailed itinerary and plans for a 
couple planning a trip through 
Oregon; and two separate reports 
to a man in the Middle West 
who had sent in two coupons ask- 
ing for information on how to 
raise muskmelons and advice on 
the advisability of starting an 
European partridge farm in Mis- 
souri, 

Vital, intensely energetic ATmee 
Buchanan has headed the Bri- 
tannica’s Research Service since 
it was started. She began with 
a staff of three girls in a cubby- 
hole office, 

“T can’t imagine how they pick- 
ed me for the job,” she laughs, 
“except that I remember telling 
them when I applied for a posi- 
tion that my previous job had 
been at Macy’s in New York try- 
ing to squeeze size 52 women into 
a size 16 dress.” 

Actually Aimee Buchanan had 
had varied experience before she 
went with the Britannica. A na- 


tive of Denver where she graduat- 
ead from the University of Den- 
ver, she started her career as a 
schoolmarm. Her first school was 
in a Nevada coppermining camp, 
her second in a Montana coal 
mining town. In both these. places,

After a third job teaching in 
Clarkston, Washington, Aimee 
moved to Paducah, Ky., where she 
enjoyed considerable prestige as 
head of the high school English 
department until she was uncere- 
moniously fired for teaching 
evolution. Somewhat discouraged 
with her progress in the teaching 
profession, Aimee went to New 
York and got a job in Macy’s 
basement at $17 a week. 


“I stuck at that heartbreaking 
job of trying to squeeze those 
big women into size sixteens un- 
til I had saved $100.” Aimee laughs 
now. “And then I went to one of 
those leafn -shorthand -in-one- 
month-or-else mills and emerged a 
stenographer.” 

It was as a stenographer that 
Aimee Buchanan joined the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica organization 
18 years ago. Eight years later 
when the Britannica boys decided 
to have a Research Service for 
people who can't find everything 
they want in the Encyclopedia 
about Stanley Steamers, how to 
cure nail biting or select phono- 
graph records, they gave Aimee 
the job of organizing the bureau. 


“The thing just grew like 
Topsy,” Aimee says as she re- 
views the progress of her depart- 
ment, “My only trouble is keep- 
ing a staff together. You might 
think that men wouldn't be inter- 
ested in girls loaded down with 
college degrees, holding down jobs 
that require long hours in old dusty 
libraries working on papers on 
stream pollution or the construc- 
tion of hydraulic jacks. But I 
guess my girls are smart enough 
to conceal just how smart they 
are. Anyway, there’s hardly a 
month goes by that one doesn't 
get married. Finding a replace- 
ment that fits the bill is quite a 
job.” 

Having made quite a success of 
her own ‘job, Aimee Buchanan sat 
down a few months ago and wrote 
a book on the position of women 
in business and industry. Simon 
and Schuster published it under 
the title “The Lady Means Busi- 
ness.” Now Aimee is trying her 
hand at detective fiction. 

“It’s relaxation for me,” she 
says. “After devoting your days 
to telling somebody how to learn 
to run the 50-yard dash or digging 
up al] the information there is on 
the maintenance of aquariums for 
tropical fish, it’s sort of fun to 
dabble around trying to think up 
the plot for a good murder mys- 
tery.”

West hit upon a remarkably 
lucky opening, the deuce of dia- 
monds, East's queen was allowed 
to hold, and the diamond com 
tinuation was taken by the ace. 
Declarer saw that success de 
pended on one of two factors; 
Either to find a 3-3 club split, 
which would afford a discard of 
the heart queen, or a successful 
heart finesse. 


Since dummy’s spade king could 
not remain as an entry, declarer 
properly led a club and ducked in 
dummy. East, after winning with 
the ten, rose nobly to the situa- 
tion. He naturally viewed the 
passing of a club with deep sus- 
picion. The mere fact that East 
himself had clubs stopped again 
was no reason to relax; in fact, 
quite to the contrary! Declarer 
had bid very strongly and had 
been discovered to hold no more 
than the ace in diamonds and 
nothing in clubs, What was more 
likely than that he held both the 
ace and queen of hearts? If East 
returned a diamond, thus putting 
West on lead, declarer would be 
able to draw trumps at his lei- 
sure, then, discovering that the 
club suit did not break, he could 
proceed with his alternate line 
of play, the heart finesse, which 
East knew all too well would 
succeed, 

East scotched this «by a very 
simple maneuver: he returned @ 
heart! Now declarer’s two sepa- 
rate chances were abruptly boiled 
down to one. He had to decide 
then and there whether to try the 
heart finesse or to play the ace 
in the hope that the club suit 
would break. It was no discredit 
to declarer that he guessed wrong, 
putting up the heart ace and 
staking his success on the club 
break which failed to materialize.
